A further Continuation of tive Remarks on the Paris 
hdercure. 

I come at laft to confidcr wiaat the Freach Author 

advances concerning tke People of Hotland. He 
tells us, Thac ihe S.ates are nov able, as formerly, 
“to tettle the neceffary Funds affocn as he Service 
‘and Sums ate prepos'd: But are fieq sendy af- 
‘fembied feveral Months to fi.d oat funds, 
‘and at lait {eparate withoui intively providiay tor 
‘them: That they can no louger find annual funus 
for coctinuing -h: War: That their Commeice be- 
‘ ing maim’s ia ali us Parts, and efpeciaily they 
eune at prelent wuts the Spamiards, Money is 
‘very fcarce a.uong chem: Thac for fome Years 
‘ divers Provinces pave caus’ their Deputies to de- 
* clare to the States-Geacral, that they cannot con- 
‘ wibuce to che Charge of the War; that they have 
‘in Parr kepe their Word ; and thac theic Remon- 
haviog been publiih’d in Holland, have 
‘thereb; come to be known iv ail Europe. That 
‘the Poverty of feveral Provinces of Holland can- 
‘pot be hid. And wpon the whole he concludes 
thus, * B fore ihe pielcat War, the Durch were in 
Sparfedt Usion wih France, and Philip V. was 
‘pleasd co forges they ‘vere rebeilious subjects, In 
‘aword, ai ~rowns had promis’d them, 
* ough: to have Satta che, thoald enjoy un- 
fio eruped Pranguility, which kave made 
‘ther ‘rade aad would bave enadicd 
‘tem to what int preceding Wass bad 
But nuw ihe of Is 
‘tus, ide is tele, and a: ftuuce 
‘of Mier ant money. To conclude, Peace 
‘cme too for their Kelicf, and when they 
‘that have Happinels to cnj-y they wit find 
‘its Wok of teveral Agesto recover their Loles, 
make ther Commerce floarifh anew, and 10 
* brivg back Money inco the Provinces, which are 
* Grain’c of it. 

{be Aw cf Affurance wich which all this is faid, 
may be apr to ;e.fwade fume Peupie at firft Sight, 
that our Author is perfectiy weil inform’d of what 
be relaces : But this will noc pafs with thofe who 
are acqusinied with his modeft and ingeanous Man- 
net of wiiking 5 2od upon a clofe Examination ’cwill 
plainl, appear, thar he reprefenrs in falle Colours 
tbe priucipal Fact. he mentions, and forms fuirable 
Coxclufions upon them. For Inftasce, fome Pro- 
vinces, or fome Citics of the Republick, have fre- 
qucndy excepted againft one or other Sort ot Tax; 
fome may probably be in Arrear of the Quota they 
thould furnish ; and perhaps fome Bunds have prov’d 
Ceficienr: Bui, thofe Provinces or Cities that have 
at fome Times com lain’d, have always been per- 
{weded, either to acquicfce with the fort of Tax 
propos’d, er another fort bas been fubtiruted in the 
Reem of ir; and no Province bas heberto declar'd 
it felt unable to furrifh ins Comingent, to any fuch 
as our Auth. r infirwates, namely to refufe 
anf lacely 10 pry any Fare of it, or to withhold 
ar Parvof 1c under any other Nawion than tha: of 
Aroors, which choy muf and do fatisfy as faft as 
they arc avie. For ibe Cafe is chis, the feveral Pro- 
Portions re be fursi'd by cach Province to the gene- 
ral cast, Charge of the Repaulick bave been fo long 
eftsohfid, that rhere mever is or can be any Con- 
tet about "he Sum of any Tex charg’d on any Pro- 
Vinee, tho’ there may abour the Tax ic felf, that is 
to fay, the Mears of levying that Sum: Nor can 
ary Province refufe to pay its due Part; for thar 
wou'!d be a fandamenral Breach of the Union.

[ B; the Way, it may nu: de to cbferve here, 


that the Council of Strate caufe ex racts of all 
their own Refclucions, and of all the Lewers of 
peculiar Importance frou their absoad, 
and from the Generals of their Troops,.o be priced 
and fent to the faid Deputies ; who are ciicrebdy 
rightly inform’d of the true Scare oF publick Affairs; 
which is the diftinguifhing Afak of a free Govern- 
ment, as ‘tisthe Mark of a bad Admuiniftration to 
keep Men who have any Part in :be Councils of a 
Nation as ignorant of thofe Affeus as is puilibie: ] 
To thefe Propofiricns, thefe Deouues return An- 
{weis ; which they frequently caufe to be printed 
alfo, particularly when the Matter relates 1o any 
Difpute between one Province on Lown and another, 
which they judge neceffary have fairl. ciiculs’d 
and fuliy underftocd. Thefe Pieces are handed a- 
mong the Magiftracy, and the beft quali Peo- 
ple ; but are never made fo common as our Autsor 
pretends: Nor will be ever be able to pefwade any 
on his own blafied Credit, thac any Reprefen- 
tations to the Effect he {peaks of have been prinied, 
much lefs that af] Europe have fecn them. fut our 
Author’s Way is, to argue difingenuoufly and fialla- 
cioufly from a known Truth to an invented Pal- 
fhood ; thus becaufe ‘tis agreed,that Decay of Com- 
merce does in Time caufe f{carcity of Money and 
viGble Poverty in a Country, therefore he affirms 
roundly that the Country of the Dutch is alrcady 
ruin’d and deftiture of Men and Money, though no 
Perfon that goes into Holland fees any Pace of Po- 
verty yet (whatever there may be in Time, is the 
Money to the publick Service apparently ill fupplied: 
So alfo, becaule Reprefentations of divers kinds re- 
lating to the publick Adminiftration, are printed 
in Holland for the fole ufe of the Perfons chiefly 
employ’d or interegted in that Goveroment, therefore 
Remonftrances on whatever Subje& this Author 
dreams of are printed there and expos'd to the View 
of all Europe. At the Bottom, I take out Author to 
miftake this Matter totally: He has beard that the

ail are going cogesacr by the Bars, the People wiil 
give nv Money, che Governmen: is falling to Pieccs, 
we  oungry ruin’d, and God knows what When 
gias wwe pour Man is Only in a wrong Situacion to 
judg: ot thefe things; for ina free Govcrament, 
employ'd in it do in cheir proper Stauions, as 
things rile, argue, debate, remonitrate the beft they 
can for the In:ereft or Bafe of the feveral Proviaces 
or towns the; z:e coacern’d for; and yet are good 
Friends at the Bottom, contend only for the equal 
Diftribution of che publick Buithens, from hearing 
all Partics determine on the beft Methods for tae 
Relief of each o:her and the Benefir of che whole, 
avd all fallin heartily ac lafe with che joft Detigns 
and coniribuie unanimovfly coche neceilacy Occa- 
Gions of the Scare. This Autor would do fomeching, 
could be tell us, that one or mare Province of tue 
united Netherlands have repreiented to the Scates- 
eneral, that the Reatons for which this War was 
were infafficien:, tha: the Ends ior whics 
purfu’d are unjaa, snd chac "tis wor at all neceifary 
for the Safety of the Scace to purive it any furcher: 
But while their High Mighsinefles can with [ruth 
affirm to their Suojects, that they have at all 
Times fought only to preferve the Peace and Ballance 
of Europe,that they have never been the firft Aggref- 
fors in eny War againft their Neighbours, :hat they 
have never mifemploy’d the Blood or Treafure of 
their Subjects, and that on the Iffue of this War 
depends the very Being of their State, it cannot be 
doubted that their People being thoroughly con- 
vinc'd they are under as great a Neceflity of de- 
fending their Liberties againft the French now as 
they were of gaining them from the Spaniards for- 
merly, will go on in the very fame boneft Canfe to 
the very fam» hard Extremities, as long as the Allies, 
particularly thofe who have fo much of the Manage- 
ment of the War in their Hands, will go along 
with them «quo jugo, for their mutual Intereft. I 
admire at a Frenchman’s Immodefty ro yenture fuch 
an Expreffion, as that the Poverty of the feveral Pro- 
winces of Holland cannot be tid; not becaufe the 
thing is falfe in it (elf, bur becaufe were iz true it 
ill becomes Men totaik of the vifble Poverty of 
other Countries, when thei. owe thews fo much 
greater Marks of Mifery and Wre:chedaefs, not only 
in the Defolation of their folitary Towns, but even 
in the ragged Clothi:.; and famith'd Looks of the 
People, than eny other Part of Chriftendom: I ap- 
peal to any Man who has feen France, even before 
this exbaufting War, end is capable of making any 
Obfervation, whether this be nottrue. And as for 
the Scarcity of Money in Holland, I am of Opinion 
our Author enteriains a very wrong Notion ; For, 
thece feem to be no inconfiderable Veins of Wealth 
fpread over the Coun:ry, Part by Accidents owing 
to the very War: ’Tis certain the Zealanders have 
got great Riches by privateering ; the Neighbour- 
bood of the numerous Army of the Allies, which 
is well paid, occafions the Expence of very great 
Sums of Money in the Dutch Provinces for fubfift- 
ing that Army and fupplying the Service with di- 
vers things; the low Cuftoms in and our render 
the Trade the Duich have by Sea very profitable ; 
and rheir Fifhery is not oaly an inexhauftible Mine 
of Treafure, but is a fare Support of great Part of 
the lower Rank of their Peopie, and conrributes 
much to keep rhe Multitude eafy : "Twould be too 


great an Omiffion, if to thefe Sources of Wealth { 
fhould not add che known Frugality of the People 
in their Way of Living. So that there muft te 
more Money in Holland than our Author is aware 
of : And the People are not ouly able to bear great 
Taxes, but do ic chearfully for plain Resfons given 
by Sir William Lemple in his Obfervations on ihe 
united Provinces of the Netaelends Page 130, viz, 
* Thai the Way to Office and Authority lies through 
* fach Qualities as acquire the general Efteem of 
‘ the People. Thacn.» Man is exempted from the 
* Danger and Curreat of the Laws. That Soldiers 
‘are confin'd to the Fronturs. That no great 
‘Riches are feen to enter by publick Payments 
* into private Purfes; eicber to raife Families, or to 
‘feed the prodigal Expenfes of vain ex:ravagant 
and luxurious Mien, That all publick Monies are 
‘ apply’d io the Safety, Greatne(s, or Honour of the 
Scate: And thacthe Magiftrares themfelves bear 
“an cqual fhare tn all the Burchens they impofe, 
’ Tis in the Confcioufnefs of this, that the Council 
of State do in the Preamble to their Petition for the 
Funds of this Year's Service, ‘ exhort the Provinces 
‘to run throxgh the Fire of the Expences of this 
‘ War; and to'owing the gloricus Steps of their 
‘ Anceftors, (who for their Liberty, Safety, and 
‘ Privileges, gave all that they had,) to prafecute 
‘ this War undertaken for Confiderations no lefs 
‘ dear and valuable; till fuch a Peace is obtain’d, 
‘ as France who never want Wil, may never have 
Power to diftarb. By this our Author may perceive 
the States are not in fo much Hafte for Pcace as he 
imegines: And this will lead me to inquire in my 
nex’, or in Friday’s Coarant, Upon what Terms the 
Allies can ever fafely Confent to a Peace with France.
